They are ſo ſa- 
cred that inſpired breaſts compare them, 
to the light of glory, and living waters; 
but are not unde: ſtood when they ſo com- 
pare them, by Tcaſon cf the ſimplicity in 
heaven, and coinmonneſs upon earth, of the 
things ſet forth to jlluftrate them; but 
more eſpecially of their unknown abundance. 
The wates overflow -all things, inſpire life 
into flowers, refreſh the meadows, quench 
the thirſt of living creatures, ſatisſie the 
thirſty ground, yield the matter of all va. 
' pours and exhalations that aſcer.d to heaven 
and fall down again in prolific tears, re- 
new the face of nature, and rain in bleſ. 
ſings; affordeth ſupplies to all the ſacred 
fumes and pleaſant exhalations that breath 
ſo ſoftly from the pores of the ſpicy flow- 
ers, and convey by ſtealth their odours and 
virtues. It is one grand honour of mate- 
rial things that they ſo fitly reſemble in- 
viſible. All things in the outward viſible 
world anſwereth to the glories of the in- 
viſible world. But the ſpiritual things are 
infinitely more true, real, and glorious than 


a 
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the material can expreſs; and therefore only 
not underſtood becauſe the nature of the ſon! 
is unknown. As we cannot comprehend them 
it is our delight to proceed without noiſe, 
to fubdue all the difliculties we ſee, and 
teal over them, as mountains levelled with 
infinite eafe. Ter as nothing is more diffi- 
cult than truth, ſo there is nothing more 
eaſy to err than man. Truth before it is 
ſeen is deeper than the ſea, when it is per- 
ceived becomes eaſy. How much then doth 
it concern every rational mind to elevate 
their thoughts, to awaken their attention to 
ſenſible things, and to enlarge their ſouls 
upon glorious objefs? -Hew little a ſhare 
of true enjoyment muſt they partake, that 
have not informed their minds with the 
true worth and excellency of things? Life 
itſelf is an honourable thing, bur when by 
a juſt ſenſe of theſe excellencies, it is raiſed 
into a pure eſteem, it is more glorious. To 
ſee it is as day filling heaven and earth; 
or, as an eye open beholding the varieties of 
things, improves it to a beatific viſion. Eſteem 
is a ſtrange kind of faculty, preſent every 
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where, and commanding all things. It is 
an intelligence informing the heavens, and. 
repleniſhing the earth with its riches and 
abundance, As golden Turrets, and pleaſant: 
Groves, lie hid in darkneſs till the ſun en- 
lightens them; ſo do the excellencies of 
things, lie latent under. the ſhade, till a. 
right knowlege and eſtimation removeth them. 
Eſteem is the chief comprehenſion of the 
ſoul, and what ſways it in all its actings. 
The introduction of this Miniſter is the 
dawning of the etcrral n.crning. To ſee 
the beings and excellencies of things is the 
extenſion of the ſoul, and the firſt ground 

of ccieſtial greataeſs, an interminable bright- 
neſs.

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in the thickeſt fight, leading on their troops, 
dealing death around them, with Jealily 
| blows. IE THA ran up and down the 
ranks exhorting and encouraging the troops : 
long the battle continued, and raged with 
a dreadful fury; a terrible Naughter and ef- 
"fuſion of blood enſued; at length Jzrn- 
HA planged likewiſe in the thickeſt war, 
animating by example, as well as with 
words. The battle razed with redoubled 
vigour; the Ammonites were ſmitten, and 
fled before him; he purſued *till he had 
totally vanquiched and ſubdued 'em.

„ crifice to that which hath no life; the 
* artificer fearing the workmanſhip of his 
*« own hands. But thy goodneſs hath a- 
bounded above all our evils. From this 
„ inſtance of thy favours, may all the earth 
„ ſtand convinced, that in thee, ard thee 
alone, ſubſiſts the power of battles, to 
„give victory, and to put to flight, 


'Mean time the fame was heard in Iſrael; 
the hearts of all people were elated, but 
the ſoul of Iyn1s flowed over with ecſlacy 
and joy. The virgins gathered together, 
and ſang the honours of the victors, and 

the triumphs of the day. Each compoſed
